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FADE IN: 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - NIGHT 


ROY, a man in his early forties drives. CATHY, a woman in her 
early forties is in the passenger seat. STEVE, a fifteen year 
old male and DIANE, a ten year old female sit on the back 
seat. Roy puts his hand on the console in the middle of the 
seat. Cathy puts her hands on Roy’s. They look at each other 
and smile. 


ROY 
So, everyone enjoy the movie? 
DIANE 
Yes. 
CATHY 
Yes. 
ROY 
Steve? 
STEVE 


It was a cartoon. 


Roy turns the pick up into the driveway of a two story house 
and parks it. 


ROY 
Everyone get ready for bed. 


DIANE 
Not likely. 


ROY 
Diane, you don’t want too be tired 
for the holidays. 


STEVE 
You will be asleep before us. 


They get out of the pick up and enter into: 


I/E. ROY’S HOUSE FRONT HALLWAY - NIGHT 


Roy, Cathy, Steve and Diane take off their coats and shoes. 
Steve and Diane hand their coats to Roy and Cathy. 


ROY 
Who was your slave last week? 


STEVE 
Thanks dad. 


Steve and Diane open a door and go into the basement. 


CATHY 
Roy, my how things have changed. 


ROY 
Yes Cathy, they sure have. 


Roy and Cathy hang up the coats. Cathy gives Roy a peck on 
the cheek. 


CATHY 
Give me a five minute head start, 
if you’re interested. 


ROY 
It will be a short five. 


Cathy walks up stairs. Roy walks into: 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE LIVINGROOM - NIGHT 


Roy sits down and turns on the TV. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - NIGHT 

Cathy, dressed in a skimpy outfit, looking in a mirror, 
brushes her hair and checks her breath. She sets down the 
brush, sits on the bed in a sexy pose and surrounds herself 
with pillows. 

INT. ROY'S HOUSE LIVINGROOM - - NIGHT 


Roy sits in a chair flicking TV channels. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - NIGHT 
Cathy sitting on the bed, looks at the clock. 


CATHY 
You never did have a sense of time. 


Cathy exits into the hallway. 


I/E. ROY’S HOUSE LIVINGROOM - NIGHT 


Cathy slinks down the hallway, using her hands to cover her 
breasts showing through her top. She checks that the basement 
door is closed and enters into the livingroom. Roy is 
sleeping in the chair. Cathy turns off the TV. 


CATHY 
(whispers) 
Asshole. 


Cathy walks into the hall and up the stairs. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BASEMENT - NIGHT 


Steve is on a computer and Diane sits on a couch playing a 
video game. 


DIANE 
My eyes are getting sore, I’m going 
to bed. 

STEVE 


Have a good night. 


DIANE 
Are you coming? 


STEVE 
Soon. 


DIANE 
Good night. 


Diane walks up the stairs. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - NIGHT 


Cathy puts on pajamas. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE LIVINGROOM - NIGHT 


Diane walks into the livingroom. Roy is sleeping in the 
chair. 


DIANE 
Dad. 


Roy doesn’t move. 


DIANE (CONT’D) 
Dad. 


Diane touches Roy’s shoulder and he wakes up. 


ROY 
Hi Diane...Shit. 


DIANE 
Dad. 


Roy jumps from the chair and runs up the stairs. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - NIGHT 


The light is off. Cathy sleeps under the covers. Roy tip toes 
in. 


ROY 
(whispers) 
Cathy. 


Cathy doesn’t move. 


Roy gets into bed facing away from Cathy. He pulls from under 
the covers the outfit Cathy had been wearing. 


CATHY 
Maybe someone else can wear it for 
you. 

ROY 
What? 

CATHY 


Shut up and go to sleep. 


EXT. TWO LANE COUNTRY ROAD - NIGHT 


A BLACK CADILLAC sits at the side of the road. A Black 
Lincoln approaches. The Cadillac spins it’s wheels on the 
gravel and burns rubber across the road, cutting off the 
Lincoln. JUNIOR, a twenty five year old large male springs 
from the front passenger door of the Cadillac pointing a 
pistol at the Lincoln. ROCCO, a thirty five year old chubby 
male gets out of the drivers door carrying a shotgun and 
walks with Junior towards the Lincoln. 


JUNIOR 
Put down your window. 


Rocky, a seventy year old male, puts down his window. 


ROCKY 
Hey guys, it’s me Rocky. 

ROCCO 
We knew it was you. Get out of da 
car. 

ROCKY 


What, you were waiting for me? 


JUNIOR 
What’s in the trunk? 


ROCKY 
Nothing. 


Rocco smashes a headlight with the butt of his shotgun. 


ROCKY (CONT’D) 
What, now you are going to wreck my 
car? Come on Rocco, I am just a 
working man like you. 


JUNIOR 
Open the trunk. 
ROCKY 
I am just out for a little drive, 


that’s all. 
Rocco smashes another headlight. 


ROCCO 
Open da trunk or it will be your 
head. 


The three men walk to the back of the car. Rocky presses a 
key fob to release the trunk lock. 


ROCKY 
Junior, I bounced you on my knee 
when you were a baby. 


Junior opens the trunk revealing cases of liquor. Junior nods 
to the Cadillac. FRANK, a fifty year old Mafia boss gets out 
of the back. 


ROCKY (CONT'D) 
Hi Frank, what are you doing here? 
Good to see you. 


Frank inspects the liquor. 


FRANK 
Rocky, you know this is my 
territory. 


ROCKY 
I was just going for a drive. This 
is for my bosses customer tomorrow. 
In my area, not yours. 


FRANK 
We know where it was going. 


ROCKY 
I’m telling you. 


FRANK 
Close the trunk. 


ROCCO 
I thought we going do take it? 


FRANK 
Close the trunk. 


Rocky closes the trunk. 
FRANK (CONT’D) 


Junior, maybe a couple of loose 
teeth will help him remember where 


he is. 
ROCKY 
Frank, I brought you a Christmas 
present. 
FRANK 
Oh ya. 
ROCKY 


Let me get it. 


Rocky reaches into the Lincoln. Junior points his gun at 
Rocky’s head. 


JUNIOR 
One wrong move... 


Rocky pulls out a little gift box and hands it to Frank. 
FRANK 
Laugh, this isn’t big enough to buy 


your way out. 


Frank hands the gift box to Junior. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
Toss it in the car. I can’t be 
bought that easy. 


Junior tosses the gift box onto the dashboard of the Lincoln. 
Junior punches Rocky twice to the face. Rocky’s nose bleeds. 


ROCCO 
Laugh. That his nose you big ape. 
Boss said teeth. 


Rocco punches Rocky in the mouth. Rocky bends over. 


FRANK 
Just because my dad is gone, 
nothing changes. Now get out of 
here. 


Rocco opens the door to the Lincoln. Junior pushes Rocky into 
the seat. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
Give me the shotgun. 


Frank walks to the back of the Lincoln and blasts the trunk. 
Liquid runs out the bottom of the car. 


ROCCO 
Smells like you got da gas tank 
too. 


Frank hands the shotgun to Rocco, walks to the Cadillac and 
gets in. 


JUNIOR 
You better go before he changes his 
mind. 


Rocky starts the car and turns it around, stepping on the gas 
and spraying the Cadillac with gravel. Frank jumps from the 
car. 


ROCKY 


(yelling) 
Assholes. 


I/E. BLACK LINCOLN - NIGHT 


The gift box falls off the dashboard and opens revealing a 
hand grenade. The Lincoln explodes into a ball of fire. 


ROCCO 
Shit. 


JUNIOR 
Let’s get the hell out of here. 


They get into the Cadillac and speed away. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - MORNING 


Roy and Cathy are in bed sleeping. The alarm clock sounds, 
Roy turns it off. He puts on his underwear, gives Cathy a 
kiss on the cheek. 


CATHY 
Moan. 


Cathy wipes off her cheek. 


ROY 
Time to get up. 


Roy walks into: 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE WASHROOM - MORNING 


Roy brushes his teeth, soaks his face and hair in the sink. 
Without turning around, he grabs a towel off the rack behind 
him and dries off. Roy looks up into the mirror. 


ROY 
(under his breath) 
Life with Roy. Can’t live with him, 
can’t live without him. 


Roy hangs up the towel and grabs his shaver. 


I/E. ROY'S HOUSE KITCHEN - MORNING 


Roy, dressed in a suit, drinks a glass of orange juice. Cathy 
enters wearing pajamas and slippers. 


ROY 
Good morning. 


CATHY 
Morning. 


ROY 
Kettles on. 


CATHY 
Thanks...Who are you all dressed up 
for? 


ROY 
Auditors coming for a visit, almost 
year end. 


Roy puts his glass in the sink and fills it with water. He 
pours water from an electric kettle into a tea pot on the 
stove. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Have you decided if you are coming 
to my company Christmas Party? 


CATHY 
Nope. 


ROY 
Come along, it will be fun. 


CATHY 
I am sure you will have lots of fun 
without me. 


ROY 
It’s your choice, happy to have you 
come along. 


CATHY 
Sure you would be. 


ROY 
Well, better get going. 


Roy walks over to give Cathy to give here a kiss, she turns 
her head so he kisses her cheek. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Have a nice day. 


CATHY 
Sure. 


ROY 
Sorry about last night. 


Cathy walks away. 
ROY (CONT'D) 
You weren’t the one to stay up the 


night before when Diane was sick. 


Roy exits down the hall and out the front door. Cathy walks 
to the stairs leading upstairs. 


10. 


CATHY 
(yelling) 
Kids, time to get up. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Everything has a light dusting of snow. Roy exits his house 
and can see his breath. He gets into his older model PICK UP 
TRUCK and starts it, music blares from the speakers. He turns 
on the wipers to clear the front window. He takes a cassette 
tape out of the centre console and pushes it into the 
cassette player. ROY ORBISON sings: Mean Woman Blues. He 
backs out of the driveway and drives away. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Roy pays a parking lot attendant and wheels the pick up into 
a parking spot in a lot between a bunch of office buildings. 
He shuts off the truck, opens the console and takes out a 
Sony Walkman, pops the tape out of the truck cassette player 
and puts it into the Walkman. 


I/E. OFFICE BUILDING - DAY 
Roy walks into the building, gets on an elevator and presses 


floor seven. The doors close. JACK, a thirty five year old 
male, reaches in pushing the doors open. 


ROY 
Morning Jack. 


JACK 
Good morning Roy. 


Jack checks his suit jacket sleeve for dirt and wipes it off. 


JACK (CONT'D) 
You are here early. 


ROY 
Don’t want to hold up the grim 
reapers. 

JACK 
Who? 

ROY 


The auditors. 


11. 


JACK 
(laugh) 
I think it may only be one this 
time. 


ROY 
Maybe we can intimidate him or her 
and get it over fast. 


The elevator stops and opens to a bustling office. They step 
into: 


INT. SEVENTH FLOOR - DAY 


Jack looks down the hall. 


JACK 
Shit. 

ROY 
What? 

JACK 


Look at my office. 


Roy looks down the hall. At the end of the hall is a giant of 
a man standing outside Jack's office holding a briefcase and 


looking at his watch. 


JACK (CONT'D) 
So much for intimidation. 


ROY 
You better have crossed your t's 
and dotted your i's. 


JACK 
Thanks for your support. I'll call 
you when it’s your turn. 


ROY 


No hurry, kind of puts a damper on 
the holiday season. 


INT. FOOD COURT - DAY 


Roy and Jack pay for food and find a table to sit at. They 
sit facing each other and start eating. 


ROY 
How was your morning? 


12. 


JACK 
Not so bad. I gave him whatever he 
asked for. 

ROY 
Ha, ha. 

JACK 
Actually, he’s not so bad. 

ROY 
Once you get past the intimidation 
factor. 

JACK 


You'll find out later. 


Jack pulls a novel out of his jacket. Roy pulls out his 
Walkman. 


JACK (CONT’D) 
Thank goodness it’s almost 
Christmas. 


ROY 
Big plans for the holidays? 


JACK 
No, it just isn’t work. The closer 
we get, the less I feel like 
working. Besides, I hope to get 
some new novels. This ones about 
done. 


Jacks eats and reads. Roy puts on headphones and turns on the 
Walkman. Roy Orbison sings: Pretty Woman. Roy listens to 
music and eats. After eating he looks around the Food Court. 
CLAUDETTE, a good looking thirty year old female walks 
through the Food Court. Claudette notices Roy, they 
inconspicuously half wave. The tape stops. 


ROY 
Damn. 


Roy opens the Walkman and pops out the cassette. The tape is 
jammed in the Walkman. 


JACK 
(laughs) 
Maybe for Christmas you should jump 
into the twenty first century. 


13. 


ROY 
Great...I have boxes of cassette 
tapes. 
JACK 
Download the songs to an Ipod. 
ROY 
What?... I’ll see what my son has. 


INT. OFFICE BUILDING - DAY 


Roy and Jack enter the office building. A Security Guard sits 
at a desk. 


SECURITY GUARD 
Good afternoon. 


JACK 
Good afternoon. 


Roy presses the elevator button. They wait for the elevator 
without talking. The doors open and they get on. 


INT. SEVENTH FLOOR - DAY 
Roy and Jack get off the elevator. Jack looks down the hall. 


JACK 
Damn. 


Roy looks down the hall. The auditor is in front of Jack’s 
office. They walk down the hall and pass Claudette. Jack 
turns his head to look at Claudette as she passes, she is 
looking at Roy. 


JACK (CONT'D) 
I think she’s got something for 
you. 


ROY 
Who? 


JACK 
Don’t tell me you didn’t notice. 
Claudette, that’s who. 


ROY 
Didn’t notice. 


14. 


JACK 
Watch how she looks at you next 
time. 


Roy turns into his office and Jack continues onto his. 


INT. ROY'S OFFICE - DAY 


Roy enters his office and sits at his desk. He thinks for a 
moment and then picks up his phone and dials. 


CLAUDETTE (0.S.) 
(filtered) 
Hello. 


ROY 
(upset) 
Go to the mail room...Now. 


Roy hangs up his phone and exits. 


INT. SEVENTH FLOOR - DAY 
Roy walks into the mail room. Claudette is already in it. 


ROY 
You mustn’t be so obvious. Jack 
noticed you checking me out, he 
thinks you like me. 


CLAUDETTE 
(Claudette almost rubs up 
against Roy) 

I will be more careful. 


ROY 
(backing up) 
I better get back to work. You off 
Friday? 


CLAUDETTE 
I am going to check on the 
arrangements for the Christmas 
party. Are you available for lunch? 


ROY 
Ya...okay. Where? 


CLAUDETTE 
The Blue Bayou at noon. 


15. 


ROY 
Same hotel as the party? 


CLAUDETTE 
Yup. 


Roy turns to leave. 


CLAUDETTE (CONT’D) 


Roy. 
ROY 
(stops and turns to 
Claudette) 
Yes. 
CLAUDETTE 
Black or white? 
ROY 
For what? 
CLAUDETTE 


Black or white? 


ROY 
Black. 


Roy exits. Claudette smiles. 


INT. ROY'S OFFICE - DAY 


Jack sits in Roy’s office. Roy enters. 


ROY 
Shouldn’t you be cuddling the 
auditor? 

JACK 


He had to leave, some family issue, 
but he'll be back on Friday. 


ROY 
Great, just in time for the 
holidays. 
I/E. ROY'S HOUSE - DAY 


Roy opens the front door and enters into the front hallway. 


ROY 
Hello. 


16. 
CATHY (0.S.) 
Hi. 
Roy walks to the kitchen. Cathy sets the dinner table. 


ROY 
How was your day? 


CATHY 
Nothing exciting. 


ROY 
How long until dinner? 


CATHY 
Ten minutes. 


ROY 
Thanks. 


Roy walks into the hall, opens the basement door. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BASEMENT - DAY 


Steve sits at a desk using a computer. Diane sits on a couch 
looking at a book. Roy walks down the stairs carrying his 
Walkman. 


ROY 
Hi Steve, hi Diane. How was your 
day? 

DIANE 


It was school. 


STEVE 
Great dad, how are you? 


ROY 
Fine thanks, but I do have a 
problem. Can help me with it? 
Roy holds out his hand. 


STEVE 
You want to give me that? 


ROY 
No silly, I want you to fix it. 


STEVE 
What's wrong with it? 


17. 


ROY 
It jammed up the tape. 


Steve sets it on the desk and opens it up. He removes the 
cassette and the pulled out tape. 


STEVE 
This old thing is toast. It’s time 
you jumped forward a century. 


Steve pulls out a portable CD player from the desk. 


STEVE (CONT'D) 
Here dad, have this. 


ROY 
You don’t need it? 


STEVE 
Do you want another one? 


Steve pulls open the desk drawer to reveal a number of CD 
players. 


STEVE (CONT'D) 
Every birthday and Christmas for 
the last few years I seamed to get 
one. Now you can get with the times 
and buy CD’s. 


ROY 
Thanks. 


STEVE 
Besides everyone you listen too is 
probably dead, you won't be able to 
find their music. Laugh. 


ROY 
Classics never die. 


Steve takes the batteries from the cassette player and puts 
them into the CD player. He hands both to Roy. Roy tosses the 
cassette player into the garbage. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Good bye old friend. 


DIANE 
Can I have it? 


18. 


ROY 
No it’s garbage. Get with the 
times...Tell you what, after dinner 
let’s go to the music store. I need 
something to play in this 
thing...I’1l buy you something in 
exchange for the CD player. 


STEVE 
Sounds good. Not too late, I have 
plans for later. 


ROY 
Right after dinner. 


DIANE 
Can I come? 


STEVE 
Sure. 


Roy exits up the stairs. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - DAY 


MIKE, a thirty year old scruffy male, walks out of the house 
and gets into an Old Red Mustang. It won’t start. 


MIKE 
Shit. 


Mike goes into the house. Claudette pulls her HONDA into the 
driveway. She walks into the house, front hallway. 


CLAUDETTE 
I’m home. 


Claudette hangs cars keys on a hook beside the door. She 
removes her coat and boots and puts them away. She exits into 
the kitchen. Mike comes down from upstairs, puts on a coat, 
shoes and takes Claudette’s keys. 


MIKE 
I’m going out, taking your car. 


CLAUDETTE (0.S.) 
You can’t. 


Mike exits through the front door. 


CLAUDETTE (0.S.) (CONT'D) 
I’m going out. 


19. 


Claudette runs down the hallway. 


MIKE 
Damn him. 


EXT. 132 OAK STREET - DAY 


Mike walks to the Honda and opens the door. Claudette runs 
out of the house. 


CLAUDETTE 
I need my car. 


MIKE 
I won’t be late. 


CLAUDETTE 
I need my car you jack ass. 


Claudette stops when she sees DAN, a male in his late 
twenties, walking to her car. 


CLAUDETTE (CONT’D) 
Don’t be long. 


Claudette walks into the house. 
DAN 
(across the top of the 
car) 
Hey Mike, everything okay? 
MIKE 
Hi Dan. As you can see we can’t be 
too late. 


Mike and Dan get into the car. 


INT. HONDA - DAY 
Mike and Dan put on their seat belts. 


DAN 
Why aren’t we taking your car? 


MIKE 
Won’t start. Battery or starter. 


They drive away. 


20. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - EVENING 

Roy’s pick up truck pulls onto Main Street with Roy driving, 
Steve in the front passenger seat and Diane in the back seat. 
The streetlights, trees and stores are decorated with 
Christmas lights and ornaments. The pick up parks along the 
curb and they get out. A Roy Orbison cardboard cut out stands 
in the music store window. 


ROY 
That’s what I’m talking about. 


STEVE 
Get over it. 
INT. MUSIC STORE - EVENING 
Roy, Steve and Diane enter the store. 


STEVE 
This way dad. 


Diane sprints for another area of the store. 


DIANE 
Over here. 


INT. CALIFORNIA BLUE BAR - EVENING 


Mike and Dan walk into the bar and look for a place to sit. 
Music blares, Roy Orbison sings: California Blue. 


MIKE 
(pointing) 
Over there. 


They walk over to a table in a corner and sit down. 


WAITRESS 
What will it be gentlemen? 


MIKE 
Beer please. 


DAN 
Make it two for each of us. 


WAITRESS 
Back in a minute. 


The waitress leaves. 


MIKE 
What’s the occasion? 


DAN 
Surprise! No more mama’s boy. 


MIKE 
What’s that all about? 


DAN 
(laughing) 
I’m moving out, getting my own 
place. 


MIKE 
Where? 


DAN 
It’s a surprise. I will show you 
when I am in. 


MIKE 
When? 


DAN 
Moving tomorrow. I should be set up 
in the next couple of days. 


MIKE 
Cool. 


The waitress sets down the beer. 
MIKE (CONT'D) 
These are on me. Congratulations 
man. 


Mike pulls out money and hands it to the waitress. 


MIKE (CONT'D) 
Thanks, keep the change. 


WAITRESS 
Thank you. 
The waitress leaves. 
MIKE 
Cheers. 
DAN 
Cheers. 


They clang their beers together. 


21. 


22. 
DAN (CONT'D) 
Thanks...Want to shoot some pool? 
MIKE 
(stands up) 
Sounds good. Take it easy on the 
beers. Remember last time we did 


this. 


DAN 
It was still fun. 


Mike and Dan walk over to a pool table. People finish playing 
and hand them the cues. 

INT. MUSIC STORE - EVENING 

Roy and Steve leaf through CD’s. Diane brings one to Roy. 


DIANE 
Dad, will you buy me this? 


Roy looks at Diane’s CD. 


ROY 
Sure, just hang onto it for now. 


STEVE 
Here dad, try this one. 


Roy looks at the CD and puts it back. 


ROY 
I don’t think that is what I had in 
mind. 

STEVE 
Don’t worry, I was looking at it 
for myself. 

ROY 


Hang onto it then...Have you ever 
noticed that if you look at people 
who are looking at music, that just 
by their appearance you can tell 
what they listen to? It’s as if 
their life mirrors their music. 


STEVE 
Or is it that they like the music 
that suites their lives? 


23. 


ROY 
Art imitates life or life imitates 
art. 

STEVE 


Ya, something like that. 
Roy takes an extended look at Steve as Steve leafs through 
the CD’s. 
INT. FAMILY MARKET - EVENING 
ZAM, a husky twenty year old oriental male and IAN, a husky 
twenty year old white male enter. Both carry duffle bags. MR. 
WONG, a sixty year old oriental man, sweeps the floors at the 


back of the store. 


ZAM 
Uncle. 


MR. WONG 
Back here. 


Zam and Ian walk to the back of the store. 


ZAM 
Hi Uncle. 


MR. WONG 
Zam, it’s you. Good to see you. 


Zam hugs Mr. Wong. 


ZAM 
Good too see you too. You remember 
Ian? 

MR. WONG 


Oh yes, good to see you again. You 
always welcome. 


Mr. Wong, half bows to Ian. 


IAN 
Thank you Mr. Wong. 


MR. WONG 
Everyone calls me uncle. 


ZAM 
So how are things? 


24. 


MR. WONG 
Business could be a little better, 
but I can’t complain. How mom and 
dad? 


ZAM 
Fine. They hope to see you soon. 


MR. WONG 
You guys look like you getting lots 
of muscles. 


IAN 
We have been working out, we are 
both on the University wrestling 
team. 


MR. WONG 
Good fo you. 


ZAM 
Uncle, is it okay if we stay with 
you for a couple of days? 


MR. WONG 
Of course. Let’s get you things put 
away. 


They enter a room at the back of the store. 


INT. MUSIC STORE - EVENING 


Roy is at the cash register with Diane paying for CD’s. Steve 
approaches with a CD. 


ROY 
(to the cashier) 
One more. 


STEVE 
Thanks dad. 


ROY 
That was the deal. 
I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - EVENING 


Roy carries a bag and unlocks the passenger door. Steve and 
Diane stand beside the truck. 


DIANE 
Can I sit in the front this time? 


25. 


ROY 
I don’t think you are big enough. 


DIANE 
Please, I won’t tell mom. 


ROY 
Swell, just swell...I guess so. 


Roy opens the door and moves the seat forward. Steve gets 
into the back, Diane and Roy get into the front. They put on 
their seat belts.

Roy starts the truck. The Traveling Wilburys sing: End of the 
Line. They drive down Main Street. 


STEVE 
Dad, you didn’t show me what you 
bought. 

ROY 


Look in the bag. 


STEVE 
This is the same sound track you 
had on tape. 


ROY 
I know, I like it. 


STEVE 
Here, try this one.

Steve hands Roy a CD. 


ROY 
Can’t, I only have cassette. 


STEVE 
Have a listen when we get home. 


ROY 
Anyone for slushies? 


I/E. FAMILY MARKET - EVENING 


Mr. Wong is sweeping. Junior and Rocco enter. Rocco locks 
door. 


JUNIOR 
Hey old man, get over here. 


MR. WONG 
Can I help you? 


JUNIOR 
Come on old man, don’t play games. 
You know what we want. 


Roy parks the pick up in front of the store. 


ROY 
Who wants? 


DIANE 
You need to ask? 


STEVE 
Coke. 


ROY 
Three Coke slushies it is. 


Roy gets out of the pick up. 
MR. WONG 


I don’t have all the money. If I 
give to you I can’t pay rent. 


the 


Zam and Ian sneak out of the back room and stand between the 


shelving. 


ROCCO 
If you don’t pay up, you won’t have 
a place to pay rent on.

MR. WONG 
If I close down, you won’t get 
anything. 


Roy pulls on the front door of the store. Mr. Wong, Rocco and 
Junior look at the front door.

Paying back some money. 


ZAM 
Didn’t sound that way to me. 


MR. WONG 
Just leave it alone, up to me to 
work out. 


ZAM 
Uncle, if you need help, just say 
so. 


MR. WONG 
It’s okay, you go have fun. Make 
sure you lock door when you come 
in. Don’t be too late. 


ZAM 
We won’t be late. Good night uncle. 


MR. WONG 
Good night boys. 


IAN 
Good night Mr. Wong. 


Zam and Ian exit through the front door. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 


Zam and Ian stand on the sidewalk. Mr. Wong locks the 
behind them and waves. 


ZAM 
Ian, what should we do? 


IAN 
What can we do, call the cops? 


ZAM 
The cops won’t do anything. There’s 
more like them ready to take their 
place. 


TAN 
Well? 


ZAM 
I’m getting that money. 


TAN 
What? 


ZAM 
They don’t know us. Let’s take 
everything from them, wallets, 
watches, rings. 


IAN 
Why take everything? 


ZAM 
They won’t think it’s for the 
money.

Dad, come down. 


CATHY 
Saved again. 


Roy stands up. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BASEMENT - NIGHT 


Steve uses the computer, Diane plays video games. Roy walks 
down the stairs. 


STEVE 
Hi dad. 


ROY 
Hi guys. 


Roy sets his CD player on the computer desk. 


DIANE 
Do you want to watch? 
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ROY 
Sure. 


STEVE 
What are you listening to? 


ROY 
Turn it on. 


Steve plugs the computer speakers into the CD player and 
turns it on. Roy Orbison sings: Oobie Doobie. 


STEVE 
Laugh. 

DIANE 
Laugh. 

ROY 


What’s so funny? 
Diane does a crazy dance to the music. 


ALL 
Laugh. 


Diane tires and sits down. Steve unhooks the CD player and 
hands it to Roy. 


STEVE 
You were right dad. The music you 
listen to is a reflection of your 
life. Laugh. 


ROY 
We will have to go back to the 
store and get another one. Have 
fun, see you guys later. 


STEVE 
Sure dad, later. 


DIANE 
Bye dad. 


Roy walks up the stairs. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 


Zam and Ian wait in the shadows. 
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ZAM 
(shivering) 
Man, I wish they would hurry along, 
It’s freezing out here. 


IAN 
If they don’t come soon we will get 
out of here. 


ZAM 
I can’t man, I need to get some 
cash. Uncle’s store is depending on 
it. 


IAN 
Maybe I should have stayed with 
dating girls. You are too high 
maintenance. 


INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - NIGHT 


Frank sits at his desk talking on the phone. Junior and Rocco 
sit nearby watching television. 


FRANK 
Yes I have it. 


Frank covers the phone, turns to Junior and Rocco. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
(whispering) 
Good work tonight. Take the bag to 
the car. Be there in a minute. 


Junior and Rocco turn off the television and put on their 
coats. Junior grabs the BLACK LEATHER BAG and they exit. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
Don’t worry, I'll be there...The 
last thing we want is another death 
in the family. 


I/E. HONDA - NIGHT 
Mike is driving, Dan is ill. 
MIKE 


Told you we didn’t need that last 
round. You never learn. 


Zam and Ian run towards Junior and Rocco. 
hear footsteps and turn towards them. 


DAN 
I should have listened, I think I’m 
going to barf. 


MIKE 
Not in here you’re not. Claudette 
is already going to be pissed we 
are gone so long...I can see moving 
is going to be fun for you 
tomorrow. 


DAN 
I’ll be fine. 


MIKE 
You better let me know if you are 
going to be sick. 


DAN 
Give me a bag just in case. 


MIKE 
Then what? Just give me some 
notice. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 


Junior and Rocco walk towards the Black Cadillac. 
carries the black bag. 


JUNIOR 
Do you want to drive? 


ROCCO 
No you drive. 


Zam and Ian hide in a doorway. 


ZAM 
Get their wallets and that black 
bag. 


IAN 
Get going, I’m freezing. 


I/E. HONDA - NIGHT 


Mike is driving. Dan is bent over. 
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Junior and Rocco 
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DAN 
You better pull over. 


Mike pulls over on Centre Street. Dan opens his door, leans 
out and gets sick. 


MIKE 
Man that’s gross. 


DAN 
Augh. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 


Zam and Ian run up to Junior and Rocco. In the b.g. the Honda 
is parked across the street. 


ZAM 
Give us your wallets and that bag. 


JUNIOR 
I don’t think so. Run off while you 
still can. 


IAN 
(scared) 
Maybe we should forget it. 


ZAM 
(to Ian) 
I need to finish this. 
(yelling) 
Give it to me now. 


Zam lurches forward at Junior, pushing him onto the trunk of 
the Cadillac. Rocco grabs Ian and punches him repeatedly. Zam 
bangs Junior’s head on the trunk numerous times. Ian trades 
blows with Rocco. Zam tugs on the black bag. Zam pushes 
Junior to the ground, Junior pulls a knife and stabs Zam in 
the stomach. 


ZAM (CONT'D) 
(gasping for air) 
Hugh. 


Junior lays dazed on the ground. Zam pulls the bag from 
Junior’s grasp and stumbles across the street towards the 
Honda. Ian stops punching Rocco and watches Zam. 
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I/E. HONDA - NIGHT 


Mike sits looking at Dan. Dan has his head out the door 
getting sick. Zam rubs across the hood of the Honda and 
stumbles past. 


MIKE 
What the hell. Dan get in here, 
close the door. 


Dan is heaving, Zam falls to the ground beside the Honda. In 


the b.g. Frank exists the building and joins Junior, Rocco 
and Tan. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 
Frank grabs Ian away from Rocco. Junior, gets to his knees. 


FRANK 
What’s going on here? 


JUNIOR 


(getting to his feet) 
He took the black bag. 
(gasping) 
He went behind the car. 


Frank walks towards the Honda, Rocco grabs Ian by the coat, 
Junior gets his feet. 
INT. HONDA - NIGHT 
Mike grabs Dan’s coat. 
MIKE 
Come on Dan, we need to get out of 


here. 


Dan closes the door. Mike stomps the accelerator. 


EXT. CENTRE STEET - NIGHT 


The Honda accelerates, Zam lays on the ground. Junior jumps 
out of the way. 


JUNIOR 
They must have taken the bag. 


Frank pulls out a pen and paper and writes down the licence 
plate number. 


FRANK 
You idiots, how could this happen? 


JUNIOR 
Should I get the car? 


FRANK 
You won’t be able to catch up. 


Frank hands Junior the paper. 


ROCCO 
They jumped us Frank. 


FRANK 
Junior, call your friend and run 
the plate. 


T/E. HONDA - NIGHT 
Mike drives fast. Dan looks ill. 


MIKE 
Did you see what just happened? 


DAN 
I don’t know what was going 
On. ..But look what I found. 


Dan puts the black bag on his lap. 


MIKE 
How did you get that? 


DAN 
I grabbed it from the guy who fell 
beside the car. 


MIKE 
We have to take it back. 


DAN 
Are you stupid or just drunk? They 
would probably kill us even if we 
returned it. We were witnesses to 
something. 


MIKE 
What’s in the bag? 


Dan tugs at the zipper. 
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DAN 
It’s locked. 


They drive for a minute and pull onto Oak Street. 
MIKE 
Take the bag with you, I can’t keep 


it here. We can open it when you 
get settled. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 
Mike and Dan exit the Honda. 


DAN 
I’ll call you. 


MIKE 
See you later, good luck with the 
move. 


Dan walks away with the bag. Mike walks to the front door, it 
flies open, Claudette comes out. 


CLAUDETTE 
(grabbing the keys from 
Mike) 
Asshole. 


Mike watches Claudette drive away in the Honda. 


EXT. PARKING LOT - NIGHT 


A Black Cadillac stops in a parking lot. Rocco and Junior get 
out of the car and walk to the trunk. 


ROCCO 
This isn’t like Frank. 


JUNIOR 
Especially since he lost the bag. I 
am sure he would finish them off. 


ROCCO 
Maybe we should finish the job. 


Rocco pulls out a pistol. 


JUNIOR 
I’m with you. 
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Junior opens the trunk. Ian and Zam lay on a sheet of 
plastic. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Get out. 


IAN 
He’s hurt bad. 


ROCCO 
What you think would happen, we 
would just let you rob us? 


JUNIOR 
Get out. 


Ian gets out of the trunk. 


IAN 
Come Zam, let me help you. 


A HOSPITAL is in the b.g. Ian helps a semiconscious Zam out 
of the trunk and onto the ground. Rocco puts his pistol to 
Ian's head. Junior pulls it back. 


JUNIOR 
Don’t ever let us see you around 
here again. 


Junior tosses Ian and Zam their wallets. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
We know who you are. 


Rocco slams the trunk. Rocco and Junior drive away. 


IAN 
I am going for help. 


Ian lays Zam on the pavement and runs towards the hospital. 


EXT. MAIN STREET - NIGHT 


The Honda pulls onto Main Street and parks along the curb. 
Claudette gets out of the Honda and walks down the sidewalk 
looking at store fronts. She stops at the music store and 
looks at the Roy Orbison cardboard cut out in the window. Roy 
Orbison sings: Pretty Paper. A young boy, four years old, 
runs into Claudette. 


CLAUDETTE 
Careful now. 
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The boys Mom and Dad catch up to the boy. 


MOM 
Sorry, he is excited about 
Christmas, he keeps running ahead. 
Have a Merry Christmas. 


CLAUDETTE 
(touching the boy on the 
shoulder) 
Have a Merry Christmas. 


Claudette walks into the music store. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE KITCHEN - NIGHT 


Claudette takes a cake out of the oven. Roy pours a cup of 
tea. 


ROY 
Smells good. 
CATHY 
What’s wrong Roy? 
ROY 
Nothing, why? 
CATHY 
Things have changed between us. 
ROY 
No, I’m good. 
CATHY 
I know better...Talk. 
ROY 
(shocked) 
I don’t think you can handle the 
truth. 
CATHY 
Shoot. 
ROY 


When I look at the kids, I wonder 
if they are mine. 


Cathy slaps Roy. 


CATHY 
That’s a terrible thing to say. 
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Roy winces and puts his hand to his face. 


ROY 
Is it? 


Roy exits, Cathy gets a container of icing from the cupboard. 


I/E. HOSPITAL - NIGHT 


Nurse 1 and a doctor are talking behind the counter in the 
emergency room. The large emergency sliding doors open, Zam 
runs in. 


ZAM 
(puffing) 
Help, a man in the parking lot 
needs help. 


The nurse stands up. Two ambulance crew members enter through 
the doors with a man on a gurney. 


ZAM (CONT'D) 
There is a man laying in the 
parking lot, he has been stabbed. 


Nurse 1 and the doctor come from behind the counter. 


AMBULANCE CREW 1 
You take the patient. 


He takes an empty gurney. 


AMBULANCE CREW 1 (CONT’D) 
Show us where he is. 


Zam leads the ambulance crew out the door. 
ZAM 
(pointing) 
That way. 


The ambulance crew heads in the direction Zam pointed. Zam 
runs away. 


AMBULANCE CREW 2 
Hey, come back. 
I/E. ROY'S HOUSE GARAGE - NIGHT 
Roy enters the garage, turns on the light and closes the 


door. He kicks and punches a punching bag until he is huffing 
and puffing. 
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Roy slips his hand behind a tool chest on a workbench and 
pulls out a tattered manila envelope that reads: Just Like 
Magnum, PI Services. It is dated eleven years earlier. Roy 
pulls out a worn picture and a letter. He looks at a picture 
of Cathy kissing a man. 


ROY 
You stupid bitch. I have always 
loved you and you pushed me away. 


Roy reads part of the letter. 
ROY (CONT'D) 
As far as we can tell, they have 
broken up. 


Roy puts the picture and letter into the envelope. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Money well spent. 


Roy puts the envelope behind the tool chest. Pulls out a case 
of beer from under the work bench, takes out a bottle and 
sits on the case. Roy drinks some of the beer. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
And I still love you. 


Roy smashes the bottle against a wall. 


EXT. MAIN STREET - NIGHT 


Claudette exits the music store, stuffing something in her 
purse. She walks down the sidewalk, through a lineup at the 
theatre. 


CLAUDETTE 
Excuse me...Excuse me. 


Claudette walks under an overhead railway bridge. A street 
vendor selling jewelry and trinkets works on the sidewalk 
under it. 


VENDOR 
Good evening. 


CLAUDETTE 
Good evening. 


A group approaches the vendor from the opposite direction, 
blocking Claudette. 
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CLAUDETTE (CONT'D) 
(under her breath) 
How rude. 


She walks to a lingerie store and enters. Claudette walks to 
a display rack. An employee shows her an item. Claudette 
takes an item from the rack and pays for it. Claudette exits 
the store carrying a bag. She walks in the direction she came 
from and stops at the street vendor. Claudette picks up some 
BLUE RIBBON. 


CLAUDETTE (CONT'D) 
How much is this? 


VENDOR 
One dollar. 


Claudette pays the vendor. 


VENDOR (CONT'D) 
Thanks. 


Claudette puts the ribbon in the bag and walks back to the 
Honda. She opens the trunk and puts in her purse and the bag. 
She fiddles in the trunk, then removes her purse and an empty 
bag and closes the trunk. Claudette throws the empty bag in 
the garbage and drives away. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE WASHROOM - DAY 
Roy exits the shower and dries off. He hangs up the towel and 
puts on his underwear. Roy brushes his teeth and washes off 
his face. He looks into the mirror. 
ROY 
Life with Roy, should make for an 
interesting day. 


Roy picks up his shaver. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE KITCHEN - DAY 
Cathy bags lunches. Roy enters. 


ROY 
Good morning. 


CATHY 
Morning, no suit today. 
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ROY 
Probably should, but it’s Friday, 
dress down day. 


Roy takes a glass of orange juice off the table and downs it. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Have a good day. 


CATHY 
That’s it? 

ROY 
Ya. 

CATHY 
See you. 


EXT. ROY'S HOUSE - DAY 

Roy exits the house carrying the CD player and walks to his 
pick up truck. 

INT. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 

Roy starts the pick up and plugs in a wire from the CD player 
to the dash and turns it on. Roy Orbison sings: Love Hurts. 
Roy drives away. 

INT. OFFICE BUILDING - DAY 


Roy walks through the lobby carrying the CD player. A 
Security Guard stands in the lobby. 


SECURITY GUARD 
Good morning. 


ROY 
Morning. 


Roy walks to the elevator and waits. Jacks walks up beside 
Roy. 


JACK 
Good morning. 
ROY 
Oh, good morning. I didn’t see you 


coming. 


The elevator doors open and they enter. 
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INT. ELEVATOR - DAY 


Roy presses the seven button, Jack stands with his back to 
the wall. 


JACK 
How does the California Blue sound 
for lunch? 


ROY 
Sorry, already have plans. Maybe 
next week, we can celebrate the 
holidays. 


JACK 
Sure. 


INT. SEVENTH FLOOR - DAY 
The doors opens, Roy and Jack walk down the hall. 


ROY 
Have a good one. 


JACK 
You too. 


INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - DAY 


Frank sits at the desk using a computer. Junior and Rocco sit 
at a table playing cards, drinking coffee and eating donuts. 
Junior lays down his cards. 


JUNIOR 
Read em and weep. That’s another 
quarter you owe me. 


Junior writes it down on a sheet of paper. 
FRANK 
Wow, two big time spenders. 
Shouldn’t you be looking for the 
bag? 


JUNIOR 
I’m on it boss. 


Junior’s cell phone rings. 


JUNIOR (CONT’D) 
See. 
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ROCCO 
Saved by da bell. 
JUNIOR 
Hello...Ya hi. Did you get it?... 


Hang on. 
Junior grabs the scoring paper. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Go ahead. 


Writing and repeating what is said on the phone. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Claudette Anderson, 132 Oak 
Street...mhm...mhm, okay, great, 
thanks. 


Junior turns off his phone and grabs his coat. 


JUNIOR (CONT’D) 
Let’s go. 


Rocco gets up and grabs his coat. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Hey Frank. I got the address, are 
you coming along? 


FRANK 
It wouldn’t be wise for me to be 
seen. It’s your mess, fix it... 
Don’t take the Caddy, borrow 
something. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - DAY 
Claudette is in the washroom applying make up. She walks down 


stairs to the front door, puts on her coat and exits. 
Claudette gets into the Honda and drives away. 


I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 
Junior drives and Rocco sits in the passenger seat. 


ROCCO 
Not bad for a Lincoln. 


JUNIOR 
Rides like a boat...The house 
should be just around the corner. 
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ROCCO 
It was a guy driving da car last 
night. You friend gave us a dames 
name, could get complicated. 


Claudette passes them going the opposite direction. 
ROCCO (CONT'D) 


(excited) 
There it is. 


JUNIOR 
It’s farther up. 
ROCCO 
No, da car, just passed us. Turn 


around. 


Rocco looks back to watch the Honda. Junior waits for a car 
to go by and then makes a u turn. 


ROCCO (CONT'D) 
Turned right. 


They turn right and come to a stop sign. Both of them look 
both ways. 


ROCCO (CONT'D) 
There is it, turn right, ahead of 
da truck. 


The Lincoln turns right and accelerates quickly. 


JUNIOR 
Can you still see it? 


ROCCO 
It’s still ahead of us. 
EXT. MARRIOT HOTEL - DAY 
The Honda turns into the driveway and enters the underground 
parking. 
INT. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


Junior strains to see the Honda. Rocco has his head half out 
the window. 


ROCCO 
It turned off, stay in the right 
lane...Turned into the Marriot. 
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EXT. MARRIOT HOTEL - DAY 

Roy’s pick up truck turns left into the Marriot Hotel 
driveway followed closely by the White Lincoln turning right 
into the parking lot. 

I/E. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 

The Honda parks near the underground entrance to the hotel. 
Roy’s pick up is too high to go underground and stops. The 
White Lincoln is behind it. 

I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 

Roy looks up at the height warning bar. 


ROY 
Damn. 


Roy puts down his window and waves to the Lincoln. 
ROY (CONT’D) 
Back up, I’m too high. 


INT. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


JUNIOR 
What’s the guy saying? 
ROCCO 
A lady got out of da Honda. Let’s 
go. 
JUNIOR 
(puts down his window and 
yells) 
Move it. 


INT. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 
Roy waves at the Lincoln. 
ROY 
(yelling) 
Back up, the truck is too high. 


I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


Rocco panics. Junior has his head out the window. 
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ROCCO 
She just pulled da bag from da 
trunk. 

JUNIOR 
Run up there and get it. I'll catch 
up. 


Rocco bolts from the car and runs towards the underground 
parking. Junior backs up to let Roy’s pick up truck out. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 


Claudette carries a black leather into the hotel entrance. 


INT. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Roy backs up the pick up truck and waves to the White 
Lincoln. 


ROY 
Thanks. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL - DAY 


Claudette enters and walks onto an elevator. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 


Rocco inspects the Honda and looks around. The White Lincoln 
pulls up beside him. Junior puts down his window. 


JUNIOR 

Well? 
ROCCO 

She must have gone inside. 
JUNIOR 

Did you get a good look at her? 
ROCCO 

Not really. 
JUNIOR 


Wait here while I park. 


Junior parks the car and they rush into the hotel. 
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INT. MARRIOT HOTEL - DAY 


Junior and Rocco enter the lobby and look around, then go to 
the front desk. 


CLERK 
Can I help you? 


JUNIOR 
We just dropped off a friend and 
realized we forgot to give her 
something. 


ROCCO 
She must have just checked in, can 
you tell us where she went? 


CLERK 
No one has checked in, in the last 
few minutes, but you can have a 
seat and wait in case she comes 
along. 


The clerk points to some chairs. 


JUNIOR 
Fifty dollars if you can help us. 


CLERK 
As much as I want to help you, I 
can’t help you. No one checked in. 


JUNIOR 
Thank you. 


Junior and Rocco check stores and restaurants. Junior’s cell 
phone rings. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Hello...Not Yet. We followed the 
car to the Marriot, but the driver 
was out of the car before we could 
catch her...She did have the 
bag...Okay Frank. 


Junior hangs up. 
JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Frank says to keep an eye on the 


car so we don’t miss her. 


Junior and Rocco exit to the parking lot. 
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INT. MARRIOT HOTEL BLUE BAYOU RESTAURANT - DAY 


Roy sits at a table. Roy Orbison sings: Blue Bayou. A 
waitress walks to the table. 


WAITRESS 
Good afternoon. 
ROY 
Good afternoon. 
WAITRESS 
What can I get for you? 
ROY 
Just a Coke for now. 
WAITRESS 
It’s Pepsi. 
ROY 


Just a glass of water then. I'll 
order something else when the rest 
of my party arrives. 


WAITRESS 
Back in a minute. 


Claudette enters wearing a short, tight blue dress. She spots 
Roy and quickly walks to the table. 


CLAUDETTE 
Hi there. 


Roy stands up and pulls out a chair for Claudette. 


ROY 
Hi...Wow, you look great. 


CLAUDETTE 
Thanks. 


Claudette sits down. The waitress arrives with a glass of 
water. 


WAITRESS 
What can I get you? 


CLAUDETTE 
I'll have a Cesar. 


ROY 
That sounds good, make it two. 
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INT. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 
Junior and Rocco slouch in their seats. 


ROCCO 
This is fun. 


JUNIOR 
(barely awake) 
Man this is boring. I hope she 
comes soon...Go take a look around 
inside. I’ll wait here and watch. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL BLUE BAYOU RESTAURANT - DAY 


The waitress cleans dishes off the table. 


ROY 

That was very good. 
CLAUDETTE 

So was mine. 
WAITRESS 

Can I get you anything else? 
CLAUDETTE 

(quickly) 


Just the bill. 
The waitress leaves. 


ROY 
Sounds like you are in a hurry. 


CLAUDETTE 
Only in a hurry to get out of 
here...I have a surprise for you. 


ROY 
Oh ya. 


CLAUDETTE 
I will leave it up to you if you 
want it or not. 


ROY 
Sounds interesting. 


Claudette pulls a blue ribbon out of her top tied to a room 
key. 
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ROY (CONT'D) 
What’s this? 


CLAUDETTE 
Surprised? 


ROY 
I am surprised. 


CLAUDETTE 
Interested? 


ROY 
Very much so...Of course yes. 


CLAUDETTE 
Give me a head start. 


ROY 
I have to pay. 


CLAUDETTE 
Don’t be too long. 


Claudette exits. Roy dials his cell phone. 
ROY 
Hi Jack, it’s Roy...I won’t be back 
for a while, helping with the 
Christmas party preparations...The 
auditor, crap...Cover 
please...Thanks. 


Roy puts away his phone. The waitress brings the bill to the 
table. 


WAITRESS 
Here you go. 


Roy takes the bill, gives the waitress money and stands up. 


WAITRESS (CONT’D) 
Thank you. 


ROY 
Thanks. 


Roy exits. Rocco enters and looks around. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL ROOM - DAY 


The room is dark except for two candles on a table. Claudette 
is in the washroom. There is a knock at the door. 
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CLAUDETTE (0.S.) 
Come in. 


Roy enters. 


ROY 
Hello. 


CLAUDETTE (0.S.) 
Sit on the bed...Be with you ina 
minute. 


Roy sits on the bed. 


CLAUDETTE (0.S.) (CONT'D) 
Ready or not. 


Claudette enters from the washroom and walks over to the 
table. She turns on a portable CD player. Roy Orbison sings: 
You Got It. Claudette moves into the light of the candles, 
she is dressed in a very skimpy black lingerie outfit. She 
turns around displaying herself to Roy. 


CLAUDETTE (CONT'D) 
You chose black. 


ROY 
It was a good choice. 


Claudette walks to Roy and gives him a small push on the 
shoulder. He lays back on the bed. Claudette gets on the bed 
and straddles Roy. They kiss and caress each other. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 


Rocco enters and walks to the White Lincoln. Junior puts down 
his window. 


ROCCO 
Nothing, no sign of her. 


JUNIOR 
Get in. 


Rocco gets in the car. Junior's cell phone rings. Junior and 
Rocco look at each other. 


ROCCO 
Ya know it's Frank. 


JUNIOR 
I don’t want to talk to him until 
we get the bag. 
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ROCCO 
You know da value of dat bag to 
him, he’s been under a lot of 
pressure since his dad died. 


Junior’s phone rings. 


JUNIOR 
We better show him the respect he 
deserves and answer it. 


Junior answers the phone. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Hi Frank...Nothing yet, we will let 
you know if anything changes. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL ROOM - DAY 


Roy and Claudette get dressed. Roy opens the curtains. 
Claudette puts her lingerie, candles and CD player in the 
black bag. She walks to Roy, gives him a kiss and puts her 
arms around him. 


CLAUDETTE 
Roy, I love you, 


ROY 
I love you too. 


CLAUDETTE 
I know, but you must choose me or 
her. If you want to be with me, 
then be with me. 
(Claudette picks up the 
black bag) 
I am not a toy to be played with. 


Claudette walks to the door and puts her hand on the knob. 


ROY 
I have some thinking to do. 


CLAUDETTE 
Yes you do...Give me a head start. 


Claudette exits. Roy looks out the window for half a minute 
and exits. 
INT. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 


Claudette enters from the hotel and walks to her Honda. 
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INT. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 
Rocco and Junior are almost asleep. Rocco jumps up. 


ROCCO 
(excited) 
There she is and she has da bag. 


JUNIOR 
Let’s go. 


INT. MARRIOT HOTEL UNDERGROUND PARKING - DAY 


Junior and Rocco open the Lincoln doors. A SECURITY JEEP 
stops between the Lincoln and Claudette. Junior and Rocco 
close the doors. Security One gets out of the drivers side of 
the Jeep and walks to the Lincoln. Security Two gets out of 
the passenger side of the Jeep and observes. Junior puts down 
his window. 


SECURITY ONE 
Hi gentlemen, is everything okay? 


JUNIOR 
Everything is fine. 


SECURITY ONE 
(pointing to a camera) 
We noticed you have been sitting 
here for a couple of hours. 


In the b.g. Claudette drives away in her Honda. 


SECURITY ONE (CONT’D) 
Just thought we should check. 


JUNIOR 
Everything is fine, we were just 
leaving. We were waiting for a 
friend, but we must have missed 
her. 


SECURITY ONE 
Well then, have a nice day. 


The Security Guards get into the Jeep and as soon as it has 
moved enough out of the way, the Lincoln speeds away. 
I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


Junior and Rocco strain to see the Honda. 
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JUNIOR 
Do you see her? 


ROCCO 
Let’s go back da way we came. 


JUNIOR 
We must find her. 


The Lincoln screeches out of the parking lot turning left. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Roy exits the hotel and starts his pick up truck. The CD 
plays, Roy Orbison sings: Falling. Roy exits the parking lot, 
turning left onto the street. 


I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


The Lincoln accelerates and speeds through traffic. Junior 
and Rocco sway back and forth as the Lincoln changes lanes 
quickly. 


ROCCO 
Watch for da lights. 


JUNIOR 
We're okay, just watch for cops. 


Junior’s phone rings. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Grab the phone. 


ROCCO 
Hi Frank...We are following her 
now...In her car...Are you 
sure?..Okay Frank...We’1ll let you 
know. 


Rocco turns off the phone. 


JUNIOR 
I see it. 


Rocco tosses the phone on the seat. 
ROCCO 


Cut her off. Frank says to cut her 
off. 


56. 


JUNIOR 
Are you sure? 


ROCCO 
Cut it off, ram it, smash it, kill 
her. Frank says he is tired of 
playing games. Do whatever it takes 
to get da bag, he wants it now. 


JUNIOR 
I understand. 


I/E. HONDA - DAY 
Claudette drives down Airport Road followed by the White 
Lincoln. Traffic slows to go around a NEWS CREW putting their 
equipment into a van after a house fire. 
I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 
The Lincoln speeds past the News Crew. 
ROCCO 

Come on Junior, push it. 
EXT. AIRPORT ROAD - DAY 
The News Crew looks at the Lincoln. 


REPORTER 
Asshole. 


The Lincoln passes the Honda, cutting it off and forcing it 
into a snow bank. The Lincoln screeches to a stop. 


REPORTER (CONT’D) 
Grab a camera, let’s go see what’s 
going on. 


The cameraman grabs his camera and chases after the sprinting 
reporter. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Roy drives on Airport Road. The CD player is on, Roy Orbison 
sings: Falling. Roy passes Claudette in her Honda. He spots 
Junior and Rocco standing at her car with Junior pounding on 
the window and Rocco with a pistol in his hand. 


57. 


ROY 
What the hell? 


Roy punches the accelerator and the pick up crosses railway 
tracks. At a break in traffic Roy turns the truck sharply 
left doing a u turn. 


EXT. AIRPORT ROAD - DAY 


The reporter and cameraman run down the road. Junior and 
Rocco bang on the side of the Honda. 


JUNIOR 
Give us the bag. 


CLAUDETTE 
Leave me alone. 


In the b.g. Roy’s pick up is coming towards them. Roy’s pick 
up leaps over the tracks, tires screeching on the pavement. 
Junior, Rocco and Claudette look to the screeching. 


REPORTER 
Are you getting this? 


CAMERAMAN 
(puffing) 
Yes. 


The pick up speeds past the Lincoln. 


CLAUDETTE 
(yelling) 
Roy. 


The pick up truck runs into Rocco, sending him flying. 
Rocco’s pistol slides down the road. The pick up truck stops 
fifty feet past the Honda. Junior pulls his pistol and walks 
towards the pick up truck. The cameraman and reporter stop 
short of the scene. 


REPORTER 
I can’t believe this, don’t stop 
taping. 


Rocco lies unconscious beside the Honda. Roy looks out the 
window at Junior who is walking towards him. Roy gets out the 
passenger side of the truck and finds Rocco’s gun on the 
ground. 


ROY 
(yelling) 
Leave us alone or I will shoot. 
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Roy levels the gun on the hood of the truck. Junior shoots at 
Roy. Roy drops behind the truck and crawls around the front. 
Rocco comes too. Roy stands up surprising Junior. Roy shoots, 
nicking Junior in the shoulder. Junior backs up. 


ROCCO 
Junior, help me up. 


Junior retreats to Rocco. 


JUNIOR 
Let’s get out of here. 


Junior helps Rocco to the Lincoln. Roy, with gun pointed 
towards Junior walks towards the Honda. 


ROY 
Claudette, are you okay? 


Claudette puts down her window. She is crying. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Are you okay? 


CLAUDETTE 
I am scared. 


ROY 
What the hell is going on? 


CLAUDETTE 
I don’t know. 


The Lincoln with Junior and Rocco speeds away. 


ROY 
What were they saying? 


CLAUDETTE 
They said they wanted the bag. 


ROY 
The black bag you had at a the 
hotel? What is in it that they 
would want? 


CLAUDETTE 
Nothing, just what you saw. 
(Takes out the CD player) 
Here, toss the rest, get rid of it. 


Claudette hands Roy the bag. Roy realizes he is holding the 
pistol and sets it on the ground. He takes the bag from 
Claudette. 
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ROY 
I’ll take this for now. When the 
police arrive, don’t mention the 
bag. Just say you don’t know what 
they wanted. 


Roy walks with the bag to the pick up truck. The reporter and 
cameraman jog to the Honda. Roy stuffs the black bag under 
the back passenger seat of the truck. A police car stops 
beside the Honda. Claudette ignores the reporter. Roy walks 
to the Honda. The reporter sticks his microphone in Roy’s 
face. 


REPORTER 
Hi, I’m Chuck Mason from News 17. 
That was amazing what you did, you 
are a hero. What is your name? 


ROY 
Roy. 


OFFICER VANIC, a tall thirty five year old male, cuts in 
between Roy and the reporter. 


OFFICER VANIC 
(to reporter) 
Stay back here. 


Officer Vanic puts his hand on Roy’s arm. 


OFFICER VANIC (CONT'D) 
I am Officer Vanic, please come 
with me. 


Officer Vanic and Roy join Claudette at the Honda. Claudette 
gets out of the Honda. Police cars arrive, the reporter 
listens, the cameraman films, traffic is blocked off. 


OFFICER VANIC (CONT'D) 
Are you both okay? 


ROY 
Yes. 


OFFICER VANIC 
We were called for shots fired, 
anyone hit? 


ROY 
No. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Who wants to go first? 
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A crowd gathers around the scene. In the b.g. Claudette and 
Roy describe and point to what happened. 


I/E. WHITE LINCOLN - DAY 


Rocco is semiconscious. Junior pulls the Lincoln into a 
parking lot. Junior dials his phone. 


FRANK (0.S.) 
Hello. 


JUNIOR 
Frank, we had some problems. 


FRANK (0.S.) 
What type of problem? 


JUNIOR 
Rocco is hurt, I need to take him 
to a hospital. 


FRANK (O.S. ) 
You can’t, take him to see Bones. 


JUNIOR 
Frank, this is too bad for someone 
to fix in their garage. I think he 


is dying. 
FRANK (O.S. ) 
What the hell happened? 
JUNIOR 
I will tell you when I get back. 
FRANK 
Tell the hospital he fell off a 
ladder. 
JUNIOR 


Sure Frank. 


Junior hangs up. 


INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - DAY 
Frank is working on his computer and watching TV. 


REPORTER 
I’m Chuck Mason for News 17. It’s 


been a crazy day. 
(MORE ) 


REPORTER (CONT'D) 
A house fire, a shooting, a person 
run down, a truck jumping railway 
tracks and two men trying to pull a 
woman from a car. All of this 
happening within a few minutes on 
Airport Road. 


61. 


The TV shows Junior and Rocco banging on the window of the 


Honda and Roy running over Rocco. 


FRANK 
Shit. 


The TV shows Junior walking towards Roy's truck with gun 


drawn. Frank dials his phone, Junior answers. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
Junior, don’t go to the hospital. 
You and Rocco are all over the TV. 


JUNIOR (0.S.) 
But he will die. 


FRANK 
You need to get the car back and 


hide your face, they won’t have any 
trouble finding you. 


JUNIOR (0.S.) 
Damn it. Tell Bones to be ready. 


Frank hangs up. The TV shows Roy firing at Junior. 


FRANK 
Who the fuck is this guy, Superman? 


The TV shows Roy carrying the black bag. 
FRANK (CONT'D) 
The fucking bag, there’s the 
fucking bag...I’m going to get this 
guy. 
INT. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Roy is driving. He answers his cell phone. 


ROY 
Hello. 


JACK (0.S.) 
Hi Roy. 
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ROY 
Hi Jack, what’s up. 


JACK (0.S.) 
We saw what happened on TV. What 
happened? Are you guys okay? 


ROY 
Settle down...We are fine. Somebody 
ran Claudette off the road and I 
happened to see it and help here 
out. 


JACK (0.S.) 
Help. You are a fucking hero man. 


ROY 
Jack, settle down, no big deal man. 


JACK (0.S.) 
You are a hero man. Tell me all 
about it when yo get back to the 
office. 


ROY 
I think I am going to go home. I’11 
see you at the party tomorrow 
night. 


JACK (0.S.) 
Sure. See you then. Take care. 


EXT. HOSPITAL - DAY 


Junior helps Rocco out of the Lincoln and onto the ground. 


JUNIOR 
Sorry buddy, I have to leave you 
here. 

ROCCO 
Moan. 

JUNIOR 


Someone will find you soon and get 
you help. Give them a fake name and 
we will get you out once they fix 
you up. 


ROCCO 
Moan. 
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INT. ROY'S HOUSE LIVINGROOM - DAY 


Cathy sits on the couch watching TV. Roy enters from the 
hallway. 


ROY 
Hey. 


CATHY 
Hi. I would ask you how your day 
was going, but I can see. 


Cathy changes channels and stops at Roy saving Claudette. 


ROY 
Ya, quite a day. 


CATHY 
It wouldn’t surprise me that that’s 
the bitch right there. 


ROY 
What are you talking about? 


Roy enters the livingroom. 


CATHY 
I knew something was up, now I 
know. 

ROY 


You are accusing me! Besides the 
slap, you didn’t argue too much 
when I said the kids may not be 


mine. 
CATHY 
Save it. 
ROY 
You have had at least a couple of 
affairs. 
CATHY 


Don’t got there, this is about you. 


ROY 
Look me in the face and deny it. 


Cathy gets up and exits. Roy touches her arm. 
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CATHY 
Don’t bother. You are not a hero, 
you are a tainted hero. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BASEMENT - DAY 


Steve is on the computer. Diane plays video games. Roy walks 
down the stairs. 


STEVE 
Hi dad. 
ROY 
Hi guys, what’s up? 
DIANE 
Holidays, hooray, two weeks without 
school. 
STEVE 
Yay. 
ROY 


You don’t have to be so happy. 
Maybe you should read a book 
OVer... 


Diane puts up here hand. 


DIANE 
Talk to the hand. 


ROY 
Like it would happen anyhow... .DO 
you want to hear about my day? 


STEVE 
Gee, work, how exciting. 


ROY 
Turn on the TV, you will see. 


Steve rushes to turn on the TV. The TV shows Roy shooting at 
Junior. 


STEVE 
Dad, what's going on? 


DIANE 
I have to call my friends. 
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INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - EVENING 
Frank sits watching TV. Junior enters taking off his coat. 


FRANK 
How’s Rocco? 


JUNIOR 
Not to good. I wouldn’t be 
surprised if he didn’t make it. 


FRANK 
Bones called, you never showed up. 


JUNIOR 
Frank, I couldn’t. Dropping him at 
Bones would have been a death 
sentence. 


FRANK 
You dropped him at the hospital? 


JUNIOR 
Ya. 


The TV shows Junior helping Rocco to the Lincoln. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Shit. 


FRANK 
It could be a death sentence for 
all of us. 


JUNIOR 
He won’t talk. 


FRANK 
Did you return the car? 


JUNIOR 


It’s back behind the body shop, 
they never missed it. It’s clean. 


INT. CALIFORNIA BLUE BAR - EVENING 


Roy enters and sits at the bar. Roy Orbison sings: After the 
Love is Gone. 


BARTENDER 
What can I get you? 


66. 


ROY 
Beer please. 


The bartender gets a bottle of beer and puts it on the 
counter. 


BARTENDER 
That will be three fifty. 


Roy pulls out four dollars and hands it to the bartender. He 
walks over to some arcade machines. Roy looks over the 
machines and stops at an old pinball machine. In the b.g. The 
TV shows Roy saving Claudette. 


ROY 
Pinball. 


Roy puts down his beer and plays pinball. AMBER, a good 
looking 35 year old woman, watches Roy play. Roy finishes 
playing pinball. 


AMBER 
Hi, I am Amber. Interested in 
buying a lady a drink? 


Roy puts money in the pinball machine. 
ROY 


Actually, I am quite happy playing 
this machine. 


Roy plays. 


AMBER 
I noticed you were alone and 
thought you could use some company. 


ROY 
No thank you. I already have enough 
trouble. 


Amber gives Roy a dirty look. 


AMBER 
Don’t I know you? 


ROY 
I don’t think we’ve ever met. 


AMBER 
You look familiar. 


Amber walks away. Roy finishes the game and holds up an empty 
beer bottle for the bartender to see. 
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ROY 
Another one please. 


The bartender brings Roy a beer and Roy pays him. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Thanks. 


Roy spots an empty seat at a table against the wall. He sits 
down and puts his feet up on another chair. Roy sips his beer 
and looks around. At the bar Amber is talking to another 
lady. Amber points to the TV and then points at Roy. 


INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - NIGHT 
Frank and Junior sit in chairs. 


FRANK 
I can’t believe you couldn’t get 
the bag from a lady. What do I have 
to do, get it myself? Obviously I 
sent boys to do mans work. 


JUNIOR 
We would have had the bag, but the 
guy got in the way. 


FRANK 
Who was he and why couldn’t you 
handle him? 


JUNIOR 
He was freaking Batman, he came out 
of nowhere. He Ran over Rocco and 
then started shooting. We didn’t 
have a chance. 


FRANK 
We have to get... 


JUNIOR 
(points to the TV) 
Turn it up. 


The TV shows Roy saving Claudette. 


FRANK 
He’s putting the bag in his truck. 


Junior turns up the volume. 


REPORTER (ON TV) 
This is one hero that wants to 
remain anonymous. We were able to 
learn that his first name is Roy. 
If you are watching Roy, well done. 


Roy’s truck is behind the reporter. 


FRANK 
Quick, get the plate number. 


Junior writes it down. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
Call your buddy. 


Junior walks into another room. Frank flips TV channels. 
Junior enters. 


JUNIOR 
He isn’t home, I'll try again 
later. 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE BEDROOM - MORNING 


Roy and Cathy are in bed sleeping. Roy wakes up and sits 
the edge of the bed. Cathy wakes up. 


CATHY 
What are your plans for today? 
ROY 
Just going to the bank. How about 
you? 
CATHY 


Taking the kids to visit my mom? 
Are you still going to the company 
Christmas party? 


ROY 
You are welcome to come. 


CATHY 
No thanks. We should be home around 
nine thirty. See you when you get 
home. 


ROY 
So where are we? 


CATHY 
Where do you want to be? 
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on 
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ROY 
I love you and the kids. 


CATHY 
I love you too. Guess its up to 
you...Let me know. 


Roy exits the room into: 


INT. ROY'S HOUSE WASHROOM - MORNING 


Roy enters the washroom wearing underwear. He brushes his 
teeth, soaks his face and hair in the sink. Roy grabs A towel 
off the rack behind him and dries off. He looks into the 
mirror. 


ROY 
Life with Roy. Ever get the feeling 
you should have stayed in bed? 


Roy hangs up the towel, takes two Tylenol and picks up his 
shaver. 


INT. FRANK'S OFFICE - DAY 


Junior sits at a table. Frank sits at his desk. Junior’s 
phone rings. 


JUNIOR 
Hello...Hey man. Just let me get 
something to write on. 
Frank hands Junior a pad and pen. 
JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Okay, Seven Mill Lane. Thanks, I 
owe you dinner...Talk to you later. 


Junior turns off his phone. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Got it Frank. 


FRANK 
Where is it? 

JUNIOR 
Not far. 

FRANK 


I’ll come with you. 


70. 


JUNIOR 
You don’t want to be seen. 


FRANK 
Rocco's not here, so I'll wait in 
the car and only come in if you 
need help. 


JUNIOR 
Let’s go. 


They put on their coats and exit. 


I/E. ROY'S HOUSE HALLWAY - DAY 


Cathy puts on a coat. Roy enters. 


ROY 
Say hi to mom. 
CATHY 
Can we put it all behind us? 
ROY 
Maybe too much water under the 
bridge? 
CATHY 


It’s your decision. 
Steve and Diane enter the hallway. 


ROY 
Have fun. 


Roy hugs Steve and Diane. 


STEVE 
You too. 
DIANE 
Bye dad. 
ROY 
The cars gassed up, you should be 
good. 
CATHY 
Thanks. 


Cathy, Steve and Diane exit through the front door, walk to 
the car. Roy walks to the kitchen, drinks a glass of orange 
juice and picks up his CD player. 
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EXT. ROY'S HOUSE - DAY 

Roy walks out of the house carrying his CD player and gets 
into: 

I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 

Roy starts the truck and turns on the CD. Roy Orbison sings: 


Only the Lonely. Roy turns on the windshield wipers to clear 
a dusting of snow from the windshield. Roy drives away. 


I/E. BLACK CADILLAC - DAY 
Junior drives with Frank in the passenger seat. 


FRANK 
We should be getting close. 


JUNIOR 
Hang on, what’s this coming? I see 
you mister hero. 


The Cadillac pulls into a driveway as Roy’s pick up truck 
passes. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
I still see you. I got you now 


hero. 

FRANK 
Next time he turns, try to cut him 
off. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 

Roy drives and listens to music. The traffic light turns 
yellow, Roy accelerates to make it through. 

I/E. BLACK CADILLAC - DAY 

Frank looks at Junior. 


FRANK 
Step on it, get through the light. 


Junior press the pedal to the floor, then stomps the brakes. 


FRANK (CONT'D) 
I said go through. 
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JUNIOR 
There’s a cop behind us. Keep an 
eye on the truck. 
FRANK 
Damn. 
EXT. BANK - DAY 
Roy parks the pick up truck , gets out wearing his CD player 
and earplugs. He enters the bank. 
I/E. BLACK CADILLAC - DAY 


Junior and Frank look around. 


FRANK 
Is the cop still behind us? 


JUNIOR 
Ya...The truck turned into a 
driveway ahead on the left. 
INT. BANK - DAY 
Roy enters and gets in line. There are two tellers serving 
customers, a BANK MANAGER and a CLERK. 


I/E. BLACK CADILLAC - DAY 


The car pulls into the bank parking lot. 


JUNIOR 
There’s the truck, no sign of 
Superman. 

FRANK 


Take a look in the truck. 
Junior gets out of the Cadillac and walks over to the truck. 
JUNIOR 
The windows are pretty dark, I 


don’t see the bag. 


Frank puts down his window. 
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FRANK 
Check in the bank. Make sure he 
doesn’t have the bag with him...Get 
him out here if you can. 


Junior enters the bank. 


INT. BANK - DAY 


Junior enters the bank and joins the line behind Roy. Junior 
nudges Roy. Roy turns to Junior. 


JUNIOR 
Come outside with me for a minute. 


ROY 
(removes his headphones) 
Sorry, what were you saying? Hey, I 
know you. 


JUNIOR 
Come outside with me for a minute? 


ROY 
I don’t think so. 


JUNIOR 
You must come with me. 


ROY 
Get lost, I'll yell. 


Roy's voice attracts the attention of the bank manager and 
clerk. 


JUNIOR 
Last chance hero. 


Junior opens his coating revealing a pistol. The manager and 
clerk notice the gun, the clerk presses the silent alarm. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Let’s go. 


Junior uses his shoulder, pushing Roy towards the door. Roy 
and Junior exit. 
EXT. BANK - DAY 


Junior and Roy exit the bank. 
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ROY 
What’s the deal? 
JUNIOR 
Where’s the black bag? 
ROY 
What? 
JUNIOR 


The black bag. On the news, we saw 
you throw it in your truck. 


Distance sirens sound. Junior and Roy walk to Roy’s pick up. 


ROY 
Why do you want it, it’s nothing 
special? 
JUNIOR 
Maybe not to you, I want it back. 
ROY 
Back, it wasn’t yours to begin 


with. 
Junior waves his gun at Roy. 


JUNIOR 
Let’s go. 


Sirens get closer. Roy opens the passenger side of the truck, 
reaches under the back seat and pulls out the black bag. A 
police car enters the parking lot, Junior grabs the bag. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
Get in and get down. 


Junior pushes Roy into the truck. Frank ducks down beside the 
Cadillac. 


FRANK 
Throw me the bag. 


Junior tosses the black bag to Frank. Junior pushes Roy into 
the drivers seat and climbs in after him. A police car 
screeches to a stop behind the truck. 


I/E. PICK UP TRUCK - DAY 


Junior points his pistol at Roy. 
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JUNIOR 
Get us out of here. 

ROY 
I can’t, the police car is blocking 
us. 

JUNIOR 


Then go that way. 


Junior uses his gun to point forward. Roy starts the truck. 
The policeman points his pistol at the truck. 


POLICEMAN 
Get out with your hands up. 


Junior looks at Roy. 


JUNIOR 
Go. 


Roy presses the accelerator and the pick up truck jumps the 
curb, climbs over a pile of snow and trenches the grass. The 
policeman runs for his car. In the b.g. Frank gets into the 
Cadillac. The pick up nears the road, a police car comes 
towards them. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
(pointing) 
Go right and then down that road. 


ROY 
We can’t outrun them. 


JUNIOR 
Listen hero... 


Junior sticks the gun to Roy’s head. 


ROY 
Okay, okay. 


JUNIOR 
You didn’t have any trouble making 
this thing fly yesterday, do it 
again. 


Junior looks forward, Roy gives Junior a disgusted look. The 
pick up screeches onto the pavement, police cars racing from 
both sides. Roy reaches down and unbuckles Junior’s seat 
belt. 


JUNIOR (CONT'D) 
What the hell? 
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Junior reaches for his seat belt. Roy crushes the accelerator 
and turns hard right. The pick up crumples into a telephone 
pole, Roy’s airbag deploys, Junior crashes into the dashboard 
and windshield. Police cars surround the pick up. Policemen 
including Officer Vanic pull Junior and Roy from the 
smoldering wreck. 


INT. BLACK CADILLAC - DAY 


Frank drives the Cadillac onto a side road and parks. He 
picks up the black bag and opens it. 


FRANK 
Shit, shit, shit, shit. 


Frank smashes the bag off the dashboard and rams it to the 
floor of the car. 


FRANK (CONT’D) 


Now I’m pissed. It’s time to take 
care of this myself. 


INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 1 - DAY 

Zam is in bed unconscious, watched by Mr. Wong. Separated by 
a curtain, Rocco sleeps in the other bed monitored by a 
nurse. He has numerous casts. 

INT. HOSPITAL HALLWAY - DAY 

Two nurses push a conscious Roy down the hallway on a gurney 
followed closely by Officer Vanic. They pass room one, it has 


a police guard. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Hi Bob. 


GUARD 
Hi Joe. 


They push the gurney into room number two. 


INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 2 - DAY 


The nurses push the gurney into the room and put it beside 
the bed. Officer Vanic stands against the lockers. 


NURSE ONE 
Okay Roy, lets move onto the bed. 
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The nurses help Roy into the bed. 


NURSE TWO 
How’s that? 
ROY 
Fine thanks. 
NURSE TWO 
Rest, we will be in to check on you 


in a bit. 


OFFICER VANIC 
When can I talk to him? 


NURSE ONE 
Wait until his X rays come back, 
make sure it’s nothing serious. 


Nurse One and Officer Vanic exit into the hall. 


INT. HOSPITAL HALLWAY - DAY 
Officer Vanic walks over to the Guard at Hospital Room one. 


OFFICER VANIC 
So who you watching today, some 
drunk from a bar fight? 


GUARD 
I am guarding the guy that was hit 
by the flying truck yesterday. 


OFFICER VANIC 
No shit. Do you know who that was I 
just brought in on the gurney? 


GUARD 
No. 


OFFICER VANIC 
The guy that hit him. 


GUARD 
Holy shit, it’s a small world. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Insane. 


GUARD 
Is this going to be a problem? 


OFFICER VANIC 
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Not as long as they don’t know each 


other is here. 


GUARD 


Shouldn’t be a problem then, my guy 
is out cold and pretty busted up. 


OFFICER VANIC 


I don’t know about mine. I better 


get back in there. Later. 


INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 1 - DAY 


Zam comes too and Mr. Wong takes his hand. 


MR. WONG 

Hi, Zam. 
ZAM 

(startled) 

Where am I? 
MR. WONG 

It’s okay, you will be fine. 
ZAM 

Hi Uncle. 
MR. WONG 


You have lost lot of blood. 
need to rest. 


Rocco opens his eyes. 
ROCCO 


(under his breath) 
I know that voice. 


INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 2 - DAY 


You 


Roy sleeps in a hospital bed. Officer Vanic sits in a chair. 


I/E. HOSPITAL - EVENING 


Ian, dressed in drag, gets off a bus and walks into the 


Hospital Emergency entrance. Nurse One 
counter. 


sits behind the 
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IAN 
(female voice) 
Hi, I’m here to see a patient. 


NURSE ONE 
Hello, who would you like to see? 


IAN 
(female voice) 
Zam Wong. 


Nurse One looks at a clipboard. 


NURSE ONE 
Just one minute while I see if the 
patient can see guests. 


IAN 
(female voice) 
Thank you. 


Nurse One walks through a door into a hallway. A Doctor walks 
towards her, Ian watches through a window in the door. Nurse 
One talks to the Doctor. The Doctor points to the Guard at 
room one. Nurse One walks over to the Guard and talks with 
him. Nurse One points towards the door. Zam exits down a 
hallway. The Guard jogs to the door and enters the Emergency 
room looking around. 


INT. 132 OAK STREET - EVENING 


Mike sits at the kitchen table drinking coffee. Claudette 
pours a cup of coffee. 


MIKE 
Are you still going to the 
Christmas party? 


CLAUDETTE 
Sure am, are you coming along? 


MIKE 
I hate those things. Sure you won't 
reconsider and go to a movie? 


CLAUDETTE 
And then after the movies we can 
meet your beer buddies in a bar. No 
thanks, I’m going to the party. 
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EXT. 132 OAK STREET - EVENING 


Frank sits in the Black Cadillac watching Claudette’s house. 


INT. HOSPITAL HALLWAY - EVENING 


Ian, in drag, wanders the hallways, looking in rooms. 


I/E. YELLOW DATSUN - EVENING 

Dan gets into the car and sets the black leather bag on the 
passenger seat. He starts the car and drives away. 

INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 2 - EVENING 


Roy wakes up. Officer Vanic exits and returns with DR. BARNS, 
a tall bearded man with glasses in his late fifties. 


DR. BARNS 
Hi Roy, I’m Dr. Barns. How are you 
feeling? 

ROY 


Like I was run over. 


DR. BARNS 
From what I hear, it’s what you 
were trying to run over. 


ROY 
(trying to sit up) 
Moan. 
DR. BARNS 


Take it easy. Nothing was broken, 
but you will be sore for a few 


days. 

ROY 
It doesn’t feel like nothing is 
broken. 

DR. BARNS 


That will go away. 


ROY 
How’s the idiot? 


DR. BARNS 
He isn’t...He didn’t make it. 


ROY 
Oh. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Doctor, can you excuse us for a few 
minutes. I need to ask him a few 
questions. 


DR. BARNS 
I’ll be back later to check on you. 


Dr. Barns exits. 


OFFICER VANIC 
It seems you have had a flare for 
the dramatics the last couple of 
days. 


ROY 
It has been a bit much. 


OFFICER VANIC 
One man is dead and the one you hit 
is badly injured. What’s going on 
here? 


ROY 
I don’t know. I wish I did. 


OFFICER VANIC 
You must have some idea? 


ROY 
Nope. 


OFFICER VANIC 
You must have rubbed someone the 
wrong way. 


Officer Vanic grabs a plastic bag from under the 
OFFICER VANIC (CONT’D) 
Here’s what was salvageable from 
your truck. 


Officer Vanic hands Roy the bag. 


ROY 
Oh great, I have my CD player. 


OFFICER VANIC 
There must be something you aren’t 
telling me. 


chair. 
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ROY 
It’s just a bag, no big deal. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Tell me more. 


ROY 
Yesterday, when I helped that lady. 


OFFICER VANIC 
You can call her Claudette and I 
know you work with her. 


ROY 
If you watch the whole news story 
you will see me carrying a black 
leather bag from her car to my 
truck. It was just a plain old bag 
with some of her personal 
belongings. The guys that attacked 
her wanted the bag. I don’t know 
why and neither does Claudette. 


OFFICER VANIC 
So what’s in the bag? 


ROY 
Like I said, it was just some of 
her personal belongings. 


OFFICER VANIC 
I think you are leaving out some of 
the details...Where is the bag now? 


ROY 
I have no idea. The guy at the bank 
took it...He is one of the guys 
that attacked Claudette yesterday. 
I guess if you find the bag, you 
will find out why they want it. 


OFFICER VANIC 
If the guy took it, why wasn’t it 
in the truck with him. 


ROY 
No, the other guy. He tossed it to 
someone before he forced me to 
drive away. 


OFFICER VANIC 
We didn’t see anyone else. Any idea 
who it was? 
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ROY 
He was crouched down between the 
cars. I just heard him calling to 
the guy who took the bag. 


OFFICER VANIC 
The guy who got killed today, any 
idea who he was? 


ROY 
Never saw him until yesterday? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Let me understand this. You were 
able to reach across and turn off 
the airbag, then undo his seat belt 
before hitting the pole. He just 
sat there and watched you do it? 


ROY 
I have a young child so it was 
already off. I did reach down and 
undo his seat belt. By the time he 
realized what was happening, it was 
too late. I had no choice, it was 
the only way out. 


A cell phone rings in the locker. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Get that for me please. 


Officer Vanic retrieves a cell phone from a locker and hands 
it to Roy. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Hello...Hey Jack...Sorry man, I 
won't be able to make the party, I 
had a car accident...Ya, I'll be 
okay. So who’s there?...What time 
is it?...Claudette hasn’t 
arrived?...No, just surprised...Ya 
I will, thanks. 


Roy turns off the phone. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Missing my company Christmas party. 


Roy’s cell phone rings. 
ROY (CONT’D) 


Hello...What, why are you 
whispering?...Hello, hello? 
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Roy turns off his phone. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Hand me my clothes. 


OFFICER VANIC 
What are you doing? 


ROY 
Getting out of here. 


OFFICER VANIC 
We aren’t finished here. I don’t 
think you should be... 


ROY 
Here’s the deal. I’m out of here 
and if you want any more answers 
you will need to come with me. 


OFFICER VANIC 
You aren’t going anywhere. 


Roy picks up pills and a glass of water off a tray and takes 
them. 


ROY 
That was Claudette, she was upset 
and needed help. I don’t have a car 
and you do. Are you coming? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Lead the way. 
INT. HOSPITAL HALLWAY - EVENING 
Zam, in drag, hides around a corner looking down the hall at 
the Guard outside Hospital Room 1. 
I/E. POLICE CAR - EVENING 


Officer Vanic drives and uses his radio. Roy is in the 
passenger seat. 


ROY 
At least he didn’t make me sit in 
the back. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Right, thanks. 


Officer Vanic turns off his radio. 
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ROY 
Anything? 


OFFICER VANIC 
We haven’t received any calls from 
that address. Maybe it’s a domestic 
dispute...If anything looks out of 
place I will call for a backup. 


ROY 
She sounded like she didn’t want 
anyone to know she was on the 
phone. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Any idea what we are walking into? 


Roy pulls the CD player out of the bag, turns it on. Roy 
Orbison singing: Drives All Night. 


ROY 
It works. 


I/E. YELLOW DATSUN - NIGHT 


Dan drives down Oak street. He stops and parks along the curb 
within view of Claudette and Mike’s house. A black Cadillac 
sits in their driveway. 


DAN 
This doesn’t look good. 


Dan gets out of the Datsun and walks towards Claudette and 
Mike’s house. 


INT. HOSPITAL ROOM 1 - NIGHT 


Mr. Wong stands beside Zam’s bed. Rocco lays in another bed 
separated by a curtain. 


MR. WONG 
Zam, if you don’t tell who did 
this, police can’t catch them. 


ZAM 
I can’t tell you. 


MR. WONG 
You must. 
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ZAM 
It’s no different than you not 
telling the police about being 
ripped off. 


Rocco struggles to sit up in bed. 


MR. WONG 
Is different. 
ZAM 
It’s not. 
MR. WONG 
You tell police if I do? 
ZAM 
Yes. 
MR. WONG 


I will get the Guard. 


Rocco leaps through the curtain and hits Mr. Wong with an arm 
cast knocking him to the ground. Rocco chokes Zam. 


MR. WONG (CONT’D) 
Help. 


The Police Guard runs in. Rocco rams him in the nose, blood 
splatters and the Guard falls to the floor. Rocco chokes Zam 
unconscious. 


GUARD 
Let go of him. 


MR. WONG 
You killing him. 


Tan, in drag, runs in and tackles Rocco. The guard pulls his 
pistol. Ian and Rocco fall on top of the Guard. 


GUARD 
Stop. 


Rocco and Ian wrestle, Ian’s wig falls off. The pistol fires 
and Rocco falls to the ground dead. 


MR. WONG 
Zam. 


Ian and Mr. Wong run to Zam. Zam is gasping. 


MR. WONG (CONT’D) 
Are you okay? 
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TAN 
Zam. 


Mr. Wong looks at Ian and is shocked. 


ZAM 
Ya. 


MR. WONG 
You two have splaining to do. 


The guard stands up, blood gushing from his nose. Nurse One 
and Dr. Barnes rush in. 


NURSE ONE 
Oh my gosh. 


Nurse One grabs a towel and puts it on the guards face. The 
doctor checks Rocco. 


NURSE ONE (CONT'D) 
Come with me. 


GUARD 
I have to stay. 
DR. BARNS 
You don’t have to worry about this 


guy. 


INT. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Claudette and Mike sit on a couch. Frank aims a pistol at 
them. 


FRANK 
Let’s go over this again. Where is 
the black bag? 


CLAUDETTE 
I gave it to Roy. 


MIKE 
You gave it to Roy! Who’s Roy, how 
did you get the bag? 


FRANK 
(to Claudette) 
I got the bag you had, it wasn’t 
the right one. Where’s mine? 


Frank waves the pistol at Mike. 


FRANK (CONT’D) 
Well? 


MIKE 
I don’t have your bag. 


Frank puts the pistol to Claudette’s forehead. 


FRANK 
One more time. Where’s the bag? 


MIKE 
I don’t have it. I mean I don’t 
have it here. 


FRANK 
Well then, let’s take a little 
drive and get it. 


MIKE 
I don’t know where it is. 


Frank points the pistol at Mike. 


FRANK 
This is getting tiresome. I want it 
or I want to know how to get it. 
Three, two. 


MIKE 
Okay. We didn’t mean to take it and 
we didn’t open it. Dan has it at 
his place. 


FRANK 
Then lets go to Dan’s place. 


MIKE 
We can’t. He moved today and I 
don’t know where he moved to. 


FRANK 
You are stalling. How could you not 
know where your friend moved to? 


MIKE 
He was going to surprise me. Once 


he moved he was going to take me to 
see it. 


EXT. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Dan creeps between bushes and watches the house. 
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I/E. POLICE CAR - NIGHT 
Officer Vanic drives, Roy sits in the passenger seat. 
ROY 
It’s up here. One 


thirty two Oak Street. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Let me know if anything looks 


unusual. 

ROY 
I wouldn’t know, I have never been 
here. 


Officer Vanic stops the car just short of the property. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Do you recognize the cars? 


ROY 
Only the Honda. The Mustang may be 
her boyfriends, but I am sure the 
Cadillac isn’t theirs. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Let’s run the plates on the Caddy 
and the Mustang. 


Officer Vanic writes down the plates and pulls into an 
alleyway behind the house. Officer Vanic and Roy look towards 
the back of the house. 


ROY 
While you run the plates, I’m going 
to see if I can see inside. 


OFFICER VANIC 
No, stay here. 


ROY 
If I see anything, I will come and 
get you. 


Roy gets out of the police car and painfully jumps the fence. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Roy sneaks up to the back window. Claudette and Mike sit on 
the couch. Frank waves his pistol. 
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FRANK 
Doesn't your friend have a phone? 


MIKE 
Yes. 


Frank picks up a phone off a table and tosses it to Mike. 
FRANK 
Call. 
INT. YELLOW DATSUN - NIGHT 
A cell phone sits on the passenger seat beside the black 
leather bag. The phone rings. 
I/E. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 
Mike hangs up the phone and looks at Frank. 


MIKE 
There's no answer. 


FRANK 
Write down the guys name and 
number. 

MIKE 


I'll try again. 


FRANK 
After you write down the guys name 
and number. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Roy peaks through the curtains at the corner of the window. 
Frank is standing over Mike who is writing on a pad. Mike and 
Claudette sit on the couch. 


FRANK 
How do I know this guy even exists 
and that is his number? 


MIKE 
It is. 


Roy scurries towards the fence. 


FRANK 
I'll know in a minute. 
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Frank lowers his pistol and shoots Mike in the leg. Claudette 
sprints for the front door. Mike shoots at Claudette and 
misses. Claudette opens the front door. Roy runs and crashes 
through the window, landing in the house. Claudette exits. 
Frank runs towards the front door, stops, shoots at Roy and 
exits out the front door. 


I/E. POLICE CAR - NIGHT 
Officer Vanic is on the radio. 
OFFICER VANIC 
Car fifty two at one thirty two Oak 


Street. Shots fired, need backup. 


Officer Vanic exits the police car and jumps over the fence. 


EXT. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Dan watches Claudette run from the house followed by a gun 
waving Frank. 


DAN 
Shit. 


Dan runs to his car. 


INT. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Mike rolls in pain on the floor. Roy gets up. Roy Orbison 
Sings: Running Scared. 


ROY 
Where’s Claudette? 
MIKE 
Who the fuck are you? 
ROY 
Roy. 
MIKE 
He’s chasing her. 
ROY 
Who is he? 
MIKE 


Don’t know. 
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Roy runs out the open front door. Officer Vanic kicks in the 
back door and enters with his pistol pointing at Mike? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Who are you? 


MIKE 
Mike, I live here? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Are you alright? 


MIKE 
Shot in the leg. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Help is coming. Where is everyone? 
How many are there? 


MIKE 
One guy is chasing my girlfriend 
with a gun, some guy came in 
through the window and ran out 
after them. 


I/E. YELLOW DATSUN - NIGHT 


Dan fumbles with keys and starts the car. Roy runs onto the 
street and looks in all directions. He spots Frank running 
down the street and runs after him. Dan steps on the gas 
pedal and speeds towards Roy. 


DAN 
Shit. 


Dan swerves and misses Roy. Roy dives onto the grass, the 
Datsun speeds away. 


ROY 
Damn. 


Roy rolls in pain. Gets up and runs after Frank. 


I/E. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 
Officer Vanic is on his radio. 


OFFICER VANIC 
This is car fifty two, we need 
medical attention at this location. 
We have one male chasing a female 


through the neighborhood. 
(MORE) 
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OFFICER VANIC (CONT'D) 
A second male is in pursuit of the 
first. The second male is trying to 
rescue the female from the first 
male. 


Officer Vanic sprints out the front door, onto the street, 
looking in all directions. 


EXT. FIELD - NIGHT 


Claudette reaches the end of the street and hides behind 
bushes. Frank reaches the end of the street and looks through 
tall grass and bushes. Frank passes Claudette. She takes two 
deep breaths and runs into the field in the opposite 
direction to Frank. 


EXT. OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Officer Vanic with gun drawn, walks down the street looking 
at the yards and houses. 


EXT. FIELD - NIGHT 


Claudette jogs through the field. She brushes against some 
debris, am empty drum falls over. Frank stops and runs 
towards the sound. Roy reaches the field, looks around and 
catches his breath. 


ROY 
(yelling) 
Claudette...Claudette. 


In the b.g. Officer Vanic checks yard as he jogs down the 
street. Frank spots Claudette and fires a shot at her. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Claudette. 


Roy runs harder towards the sound. 


EXT. OAK STREET - NIGHT 
Officer Vanic grabs his radio. 
OFFICER VANIC 
Shots fired in the field at the end 
of Oak Street. 


Officer Vanic stops at the field. Sirens blare in the 
distance. 
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EXT. FIELD - NIGHT 

Claudette climbs a hill with Frank close behind. Roy is in 
the b.g. Claudette reaches the top of the hill and runs 
through tall brush. Frank climbs the hill. 

EXT. OAK STREET - NIGHT 


Police cars drive down Oak Street towards Officer Vanic. 


EXT. FIELD - NIGHT 
Frank reaches the top of the hill, Roy arrives at the bottom. 


ROY 
(yelling) 
Claudette. 


Frank looks down at Roy and runs after Claudette. 


EXT. RAILYARD - NIGHT 


Claudette runs through light brush of a railyard. Claudette 
trips and is slow to get up. Frank fires two shots at 
Claudette. 


EXT. FIELD - NIGHT 


Roy hears the shots and runs towards them. 


EXT. RAILYARD - NIGHT 


Claudette runs parallel to the tracks, a train travels in the 
opposite direction. Frank points his pistol at Claudette and 
pulls the trigger. The gun doesn’t fire. 


FRANK

and Claudette. Roy runs beside the train separating him from 
Frank and Claudette. 


ROY 
(yelling) 
Claudette. 
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CLAUDETTE (0.S.) 
Over here, I’m over here. 


ROY 
I'll be right there. 


Frank grabs Claudette from behind. 


CLAUDETTE 
Help me. 


Roy climbs onto the slow moving train, climbs across to the 
other side beside Claudette and Frank. Roy jumps off the 
train landing on Claudette and Frank, knocking them to the 
ground. Claudette rolls away, lays on the ground. Roy and 
Frank wrestle, trading punches. Frank pushes Roy’s head close 
to the wheels of the passing train. Roy pushes Frank off of 
him and they trade blows. Frank picks of up pole and gets 
ready to hit Roy. 


CLAUDETTE (CONT’D) 
No. 


The train passes and Officer Vanic crosses the tracks. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Freeze. 


Frank turns away. 


OFFICER VANIC (CONT'D) 
Move again and I shoot. Get on the 
ground. 


Frank throws up his hands and kneels on the ground. Claudette 
runs to Roy and hugs him. Officer Vanic handcuffs Frank. 
Police cars surround them, Officer Vanic hands Frank over to 
another officer. He walks over to Roy and Claudette. 


OFFICER VANIC (CONT'D) 
You guys okay. 


CLAUDETTE 
Fine. 

ROY 
Very sore. 

FRANK 


Get a ride back to the house with 
one of the officers. Once I get the 
search started for the gun, I will 
meet you there. 
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I/E. YELLOW DATSUN - NIGHT 


Dan stops the car in a mall parking lot. He picks up the 
black leather bag and works the lock, it won’t open. Dan 
pulls out a pocket knife and cuts open the bag along the 
zipper. He opens the bag, it contains a canister and a note. 
He holds up the note. 


DAN 
St. Judes Cemetery, 8 A.M. Sunday. 
Internment at 9, don’t be late. 
Mom. 


Dan puts down the note. 


DAN (CONT'D) 
Damn. 


Dan puts the note back in the bag and puts the bag on the 
passenger seat. He stares at the bag, starts the car and 
drives. 


EXT. 132 OAK STREET - NIGHT 


A police car stops in front of the house behind an ambulance. 
The officer opens the back door, Roy and Claudette get out. 


ROY 
Are you going to be alright? 


CLAUDETTE 
I think so. 


ROY 
I bet the Christmas Party wasn’t 
this exciting. 


Claudette smiles. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
You should go in and check on Mike. 
I guess they will be taking him to 
the hospital...Will you going to 
the hospital? 


CLAUDETTE 
I don’t know, what are you doing? 


ROY 
I need to go rent a car. 


97. 


CLAUDETTE 
Nothing has changed Roy. I am more 
determined to leave than ever. His 
stupidity almost got me killed. 
Think about things, make a 
decision...I’m getting out of here. 


Roy watches Claudette walk into the house. Officer Vanic 
walks up to Roy. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Hey Roy, ready to go or haven’t you 
have enough excitement for a while? 


Roy and Officer Vanic walk to the police car and drive away. 


INT. YELLOW DATSUN - NIGHT 


Dan drives down a road and pulls into an entrance. The gates 
are closed. He puts the car in park. 


EXT. CEMETERY - NIGHT 


Dan gets out of the Yellow Datsun and walks up to the gate. 
He shakes the gate, it won’t open. Dan walks to the car and 
pulls out the black leather bag. He walks to the gate and 
hangs the black leather bag on it. Dan gets into the Datsun 
and drives away. 


I/E. POLICE CAR - NIGHT 
Officer Vanic drives, Roy looks out the window. 


OFFICER VANIC 
So what do you think? 


ROY 
About what? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Haven’t you figured out what this 
is all about? 


ROY 
If you know, I'd love to hear it. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Any guesses? 


ROY 
No, I haven’t got a clue. 
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OFFICER VANIC 
The guy who was shot in the leg and 
a friend stole a black leather bag 
from the guy who was chasing 
Claudette. He thought the bag 
Claudette had, then you had, was 
his. When it wasn’t, he came 
looking for it. 


ROY 
So where’s the bag? 


OFFICER VANIC 
His friend still has it. He will be 
shocked when he opens it. 


ROY 
What is it worth? 


OFFICER VANIC 
Nothing, except to him. It’s his 
dad. 


ROY 
His what? 


OFFICER VANIC 
His dad...His father died and was 
cremated, He had the ashes. Somehow 
these guys ended up with the bag 
and he wanted it back. 


ROY 
Does it get any crazier. Hey, right 
here, that’s it. 


Officer Vanic pulls the police car into a car rental parking 
lot. 


OFFICER VANIC 
I can’t say it’s been nice, but it 
has been interesting. 


ROY 
Officer Vanic, I call it scary. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Take care of yourself. 


They shake hands. Roy gets out of the cruiser. 


OFFICER VANIC (CONT’D) 
Roy. 
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ROY 
Yes. 


OFFICER VANIC 
Aren’t you forgetting something? 


Officer Vanic hands Roy his CD player. 


ROY 
Thanks again. 


Roy closes the door. Officer Vanic drives away. 


EXT. PARKING LOT - NIGHT 

Roy walks to the entrance of the car rental, takes the CD 
player out of the plastic bag and throws the bag into a 
garbage can. Roy enters into: 


INT. CAR RENTAL - NIGHT 


BUCK, a fifty year male sits at a desk and talks on the 
phone. 


BUCK 
Gotta go. 


Buck walks to the counter. 


BUCK (CONT'D) 
Good evening. 


ROY 
Good evening. I called earlier for 
a car. 

BUCK 
It’s ready. Will you be taking the 
insurance? 

ROY 


With my luck lately, definitely. 


BUCK 
Okay, sign here. 


Roy signs the form. 


BUCK (CONT'D) 
I need a credit card. 


Roy takes out his wallet and removes a credit card. 
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EXT. PARKING LOT - NIGHT 
Buck exits the car rental with Roy walking behind. 


BUCK 
It’s over here. 


They walk to a Red Ford. 


ROY 
Not bad. 


BUCK 
Here’s the keys. Look it over and 
we'll record the defects. 


ROY 
Looks good. I don’t see anything. 


BUCK 
Good, sign here. 


Roy signs the report, hands it to Buck. 


BUCK (CONT’D) 
Here’s your copy. Drive safely. 


ROY 
Thanks, good night. 


Roy opens the door and gets into: 


I/E. RED FORD - NIGHT 
Roy starts the car and turns on the lights. 


ROY 
Oh great, a CD player. 


Roy takes the Roy Orbison CD out of his portable player and 
puts it into the car CD player. Roy Orbison sings: It’s Over. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Not bad for a little car. 


Roy stares out the windshield, pulls out his cell phone and 
dials. 


ROY (CONT'D) 
Hi, it’s me...Wasn’t sure if you 
would be home...I’ve made my 
decision, see you soon...Bye. 


101. 


Roy turns off the phone and puts it in his pocket. He puts 
the car in drive and slowly accelerates through the parking 
lot. The car stops at a red traffic light. Roy taps his hand 
on the steering wheel in time to the music. The CD player 
skips, the light turns green. Roy thumps the dashboard and 
accelerates into the intersection. A truck horn blares. Roy 
looks towards a speeding tractor trailer coming at him. 


ROY (CONT’D) 
Crap. 


The tractor trailer smashes into the drivers door of the car. 
The car disintegrates and glass explodes, the car is pushed 
by the truck. The Red Ford comes to a stop lying in a ditch. 
The CD player repeats, Roy Orbison sings: It’s over, It’s 
over, It’s over... 


FADE OUT.
